The Board of AdJustment at a meeting held on December 15, 1936, passed the fol-
lowing Resolution, which ia hereby submitted for your consideration:

WHEREAS, the requirement for height in a Fourth Height and Area Distriot as pro-
vided in the second paragraph of Section 15 of the Zoning Ordinance is stipulated to
be 150 feet on the street line with a provision of additicnal height by setbacks,
aléowing three adaitional feet in height for each foot asetback Lrom the street line,
an ' ’ '

WHEREAS, this Fourth Height and Area Diatrict compriges the principal business
dletrict of Austin extending from West Avenue to East Avenue, from Ist Street to 10th

Street, excluding the two blocks on each alde of Congresa Avenue between 8th and 10th

Streets and all areas between 1l0th Street, East Avenue, the alley between 7th and 8th
Street, and the center line of the block between San Jacinto and Trinity Streets, and
all the area between 10th Street, West Avenue, the alley between 6th and Tth Streets
and the center line of the bloock between Lavaca and Guadalupe Streets, and as others
wige shown on the Helght and Area Map of the City of Austiq; and

WHEREAS, the limitation in height now provided by the ordinance would not permit
the profitable addition An the height of existing huilldings nor the erection of new
commercial buildings to a greater helght than the present Norwood Bullding; and

WHEREAS, the commercial progress of the Qity has reached a point where a demand
hag arisen for a more extensive development of exiating properties and to meet the
requirementas of the growing population and husiness activity; and inquirles have
reached the Board of the possibilitles of such additlional developments under the
present terms of the Zoning Ordinance; and

WHEREAB, the Board of Adjuwstment has carefully considered this matter and has
come to the conclusion that the present helght limitation is too Arastic and severe
and will tend to retard new progress in development of property in the heart of the
Qity, and further that the dlstrict covered by these restrictlions should now he
extended tc meet these demands, therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT:

That, in vlew of the fact that the 0ity of Auwsetin now appears to be upon the
thresheld of a larger and more extenslive commerclal develeopment, 1t is hereby reoome
mgndgddtotchtOLty Counell that the following amendments to the Zonlng Ordinance be
adopted, towlt:
